burning airls' home of the Presbyterian 
Orphanage here, which was consumed by 
fire this morning. The whole town Is 
ringing with their deed of valor, the tike 
of which In all its details, places them 
on a par with the great Grace Darling. 


The 
•v irtlms were all Inmates cf the 


nursery. The dead: 


Ruby Moorefleld. I/ynchburg. 
Lucille Moorefield, L>nchubrg. 
Mamie Reynolds, Bath county, Va. 
Mary Htckman, Campbell county, Va. 
Mary Poole, McDowell county, Va. 
It was Impossible to. rescue the flve 


children. Ruby Moorefield was taken from 
the building, but when she ascertained 
that her younger sister was still inside 
she ran back 


The fire started from unknown rouses 


In the baseemnt of the big- building, and 
almost instantly swept through ever\ 
floor. Girls of all ages, from the lUtle 
tots on the ground floor to the \ oung 
women on the last story, flrd wildl; 
through the halls, and, choking and gasp- 
ing. dashed through the srnokp and flir 
to safety 
Many of them were seriously 


burned, the clothing- and hair of * mo&t 
of them w ere singed, but all escaped. 
Then came the heroic act of the flve 
girls, w hoso bodies 
arc 
now at 
the 


morgue 


RUMOR COSTS LIVES. 


The girls, whos*> names have not yet 


been ascertained from the rolls, were 
each in charge of a dormitory. Just as 
a reai w all waa ready to topple, a ru- 
mor went through the crowd that some 
little children had been overlooked In 
the rush to safety and were yet within 
the building. 


A shriek rent the air from all quar- 


ters as this Information passed through 
the crowd, and m^n turned their e> 
fiom 
the awful sight of the burning 


structure, when It was realized that these 
innocents much 
be sacrificed. 
Many 


fainted In the crowa. 


RUSH TO RESCUE. 


The little mothers, however, were of 


sterner stuff and drilled in devotion to 
duty. 
Each superintendent of a dormi- 


tory made a rush for the building. 
No 


one knew In what dormitory the children 
left were supposed to je, therefore H was 
necessary that all go. 


Frantic cries 
to return 
followed the 


girls and flremen sought to stop them 
but to no purpose. An instant alter the\ 
had left their position in the ranks 
which the children from tne home had 
been drawn together, the girts were hid- 
den from the crowd by a pall of thick 
smoke. 
They nad entered the building 


now loaring like a blast furnace.

OFFERS PROOFS. 


In a statement, amazing because of its 


\erv daring, Schlatter offers to produce 
proof that he and Bishop Schrader are 
the only white men to discover Ine dis- 
puted landmark, and addb that they tave 
also visited the south pole, spending the 
eight years that their v'lnreabo'jts have 
been unknown In the *wo Journeys. 


"I am writing a book whicn when com- 


pleted will expose both Cook and Peary," 
declared Schlatter at his temporary resi- 
dence, 670 Sixteenth street, this morn- 
ing."Until It Is finished, hov^ver, I will not 
go Into details 
Sufficient it is to gay 


that I am acting under Inspiration from 
God 


ACTUATED UY "HOAX. ' 


"If these men had never made the 


false claim I should ne\e- have pub- 
lished to the world the fact of mv dis- 
co\er>, but the time h.iq rome when I 
cannot Ir Justice to the woild stand aside 
while two adventurers, prompt?! culv by 
the love of gold, ^oax an 
and hero worshiping public/' 


On his discovery of the south pole, 


lowever, Schlatter talks freely. 


'We started on our vo>age from New 


Orleans on July 13, 1896, going almost 
directly to the City of Mexico by wav 
of San Antonio Texas. We arrived thera 
on July 26, shipping almost immediately 
for Chili. We reached Valpariso on Fri- 
day, September 12, and purchasing a sail- 
Ing vessel which we fitted up at a cost 
of $6000, sailed for the Islands of Terra 
del Fusia on September 14. On December 
24 we reached the Hoste Islands, which 
are at the furthers! southern point ever 
reached by white man. 


ENCOUNTER ICEBERGS. 


Then surldi-nl} the -warm weather gave 


way and we found ourselves floating by 
Icebergs. It grew colder and colder but 
we kept on and on the first day of Janu- 
ary. 1897, we landed at our destination. 
Our food gave out and for many days we. 
were compelled to live on a peculiar fish 
which we found. 


'Then suddenly It grew warm. Why a 


hundred miles from the south pole It la 
wanner than It is here, because of vol- 
canic fires in that region. 
The water 


which flows from, the mountains, however, 
is as cola as Ice. We found little vil- 
lages Inhabited by people—a peculiar tribe 
of Indians—not more 
than 
four fett 


high. 


POLE THREE FEET SQUARE. 


'It tqfik us several week? »o reacn the 


small space, three feet In dl-imeter, which 
Is in reality the south pels. 
In that 


little space the wind revolves continually 
In breathless circles, growing wider higher 


this way. At times It was Impossible to 
breathe. 


"It was much the same at the north 


pole, -which we reached In 1887, after a 
journey of two years We went on sleds 
with dogs, and ate bears—mostly raw. 
There was the same circling wind up 
there, and the breathless space which we 
krnsw marked the pole. On the way we 
traveled swiftly sometimes, making on 
several occasions from 60 to 75 miles each 
day. At other times we only made a half 


mile a day, being forced to stop to 


tunnel our way through Ice mountains. 


NO LIVING THINGS THERE. 


There is nothing living within BOO miles 


of the north pole, and for miles there is 
nothing but vast icy wastes. In the llu 
tie windless place at the north pole we 
buried an American flag and a picture of 
George Washington, and long after fhl« 
century Is gone some 
explorer really 


reaching the place will find them laying 
there, unrottcd and unharmed, preserved 
by the divine protection of an omnipotent 
God which led us thither and directed our 
errand." 


While Schlatter and Schrader were talk- 


ing a man called In answer to their ad- 
vertisement now running in the newspa- 
pers for a business manager to direct 
their pecuniary affairs. Seemingly put 
out by the unwelcome Interruption In the 
midst of their rehearsal of the divine In- 
fluence. Bishop Schrader, who appears to 
take the Initiative In all things, directed 
him to return at another time, closing the 
door rather sharply 


Schrader, who does not claim more than 


berated with cheers when a gold badge 
was pinned on the lapel of the Pretldent's 
overcoat. 
The badge was a rift of the

the Tsaisagan 
railroad station 


here today at a moment when 
the Japanese diplomat was ac- 
knowledging the noisy welcome 
that greeted him as he stepped 
down from the coach that he had 
occupied in the railroid train. 


Smiling and bowing he turned 


to make his way toward the Rus- 
sian finance minister, M. Kokov- 
soff, who was awaiting him on 
the station platform a few paces 
distant 


Suddenly a half dozen revolver 


shots, fired in quick succession, 
were heard, followed by the cries 
of those standing near the Prince, 
who had either been wounded or 
magined themselves to be. 


THREE BULLETS. 


At the second report Prince Ito 


staggered and fell. It was found 
subsequently that he had received 
three bullets, two of which en- 
tered the abdomen. Prince Ito 
did not recover consciousness and 
died twenty minutes later. 


The fussilade of shots threw 


the crowd into a panic and it was 
some time before it could be de- 
:ermined who, besides the Prince 
lad suffered. When the excite- 
ment had somewhat subsided it 
was found that three other mem- 
bers of the party on the platform 
lad been wounded. 


OTHERS WOUNDED. 


Prince Ito's private secretary 


received a bullet, as did Japanese 
Consul General Kawakan and 
General Manager Tanaka of the 
South Manchurian Railway, who 
had moved closer to the Prince 
when the firing was begun. It is 
believed that these three are not 
mortally wounded. 


The perpetrator of the outrage 


was not hard to locate, as he 
stood defiantly in the crowd, re- 
volver in hand. He proved to b« 
a Korean, and with two compan- 
ions of the same 
nationality, 


boasted of a conspiracy to take 
the lives of the former resident 
general of Korea in satisfaction 
for the alleged tyranny of the 
Prince over Koreans. 


As the police pounced upon the thret 


Koreans the on* vho had done the (boot- 
ing exclaimed druna.tlca.Uy:

Harbin was agreed upon as a meeting 
place. 
In accepting1 the Invitation the 


Russian minister said political questions 
must be barred, as he was competent only 
to discuss financial and technical subjects 
concerning the status of the Manchurian 
railroad. 


The conference had been detailed In ad- 


vance and It was generally known when 
the diplomats, would reach Harbin. 


ASSASSIN IS CAUGHT. 
The assassin was promptly seized. On 


being- questioned, he said 
he was a 


Korean. 


"I camo to Harbin for the sole purpose 


of assassinating Prince Ito to avenge my 
country," the slayer told his captors. 
lie said also tWtit he had a personal 


account to settle with tho great Japanese 
statesman, who during his stay in Korea 
had oidered the execution of several per- 
sons closoly connected with his family. 


The assassination of Princo Ito appears 


to havp been the outcome of an organized 
plot 
The local authorities, who, expect- 


ing1 the arrival of Princo Ito, were on 
the lookout for suspicious 
characters, 


arrested three Koreans yestorday who 
weie at the station and were found to be 
armed with revolvers. 


ORGANIZED PLOT. 


However, the task of guarding 
the 


Prince was rendered difficult bv reason of 
Japanese Consul General Kawukan's re- 
quest that the railway officials permit 
all Japanese to enter the railway station 
to greet the Prince. The pxMloe pointed 
out that It was quite Impossible to dis- 
tinguish Koreans from Japanese by their 
appearance. 


The Rtisslan minister 
of finance, M. 


Kokovsoff and the Russian military au-

TAKE BODY HOME. 


The body of the slain statesman has 


already been removud homeward. 
The 
casket, before it was plac-1! upon the 
train, was rovered with flowers sent by 
.M. Kokovsoft and the Russian and Japa- 
nese officials. 
The Russiam Ambassador 


to Pekln Is accompanying tho body to 
Kwariching Tsu. 


AH along the railroad honors are being 


shown to the dead statesman. Minister 
Kokosoff has telegraphed his condolences 
to the Japanese government.

It 
remainpcl for each of these men to meet 
his death nftor he had concluded his work 
In Korea nnd. apparently had returned to

Stevens had been grantpd a liberal pen- 
sion bv the Jiipam sp government and had 
ivturned to America to rejoin his familv, 
onlv to fall before the bullet of a -venge-

So Ito, after winding

when It was supposed he was no longer 
an object of their resentment. 


DELAY NEGOTIATIONS. 
A verj probable result of this last as- 
sassination will be an indefinite post- 
ponement of the negotiations regarding 
the lailroad conditions in Manchuria, 
which have so actively engaged the at- 
tention of great po\\ era since August 
Si, the date of the 
signature of 
the 
treaty between China and Japan, which 
piactically clothed the latter with au- 
thority to dictate the future construction 
of railroads in Southern Manchuria 
When thfse negotiations are resumed, 
after a period of mourning1, it mav be 
that the Japanese government will find 
itself in a position to come Into closer 
accord with the understanding of the 
powers, 
especially America, 
regarding 
thp exact meaning to bp given to that 
part of the treaty of Portsmouth which 
declared against the cultivation of any 
special interests by either Japan or Rus- 
sia in Manchuria. 
Acting Secretary of "War Huntington 
WiJt.on, upon reaching the department 
today, issued A statement upon the death 
of Prince Ito as follows:

DEATH UNANNOUNCED.

to the danger of assassination but he 
had been fortunate. 


"His political activities were manifold. 


Among them the most conspicuous was 
his Institution of the new constitution. 
It w«* the Emperor who gave the con- 
stitution which was the most conspicuous 
change In the policy of Japan, and this 
was greatly due to Prince Ito's fore- 
sight. 


"Prince Ito's policy regarding Korea 


was to guide the Emperor and people of 
Korea In such a way that they would 
have more confidence In Japan and would 
not risk their own destiny by rushing tc 
any extremity. 


"It would have been a satisfaction to 


the Prince himself to give up his life for 
his Majesty and for his country. 
I. as 


well as the jfst of my countrymen, feel 
the loss grelBy."

Unfortunates Decide to End 


All Earthly Troubles 


Ah Moy and Ah Tnv. Chinese wom-

Isaacs said that he had known Flood 
a Ions while, and was a warm friend 
of his father. 


WOULD FOLLOW LAW. ' 


"If you were selected as a juror in 
this case, knowing all of the parties 
ccrcerned as well as you do, could you 
deride the case impartially and without 
prejudice?" 
"I would follow the law and the evi- 
dence, although under the cncumstances 
I had rather not serve as a juror In this 
case." replied Isaacs. 
"As a matter of fact. Mr. Isaacs, 
asked the assistant prosecutor, "don t 
yo uthlnk. knowing all theso people aa 
you do, that the prosecution would have 
to make out a stronger case than usual 
agninst this defendant to convince you 
of his guilt?" 
"I would expect the prosecution to 
prove its case," was the reply.

"\Vould the fact that defendant re- 
placed the money after he embezzled it 
have any weight with you, If the testi- 
mony showed that the crime was com- 
mitted?"

"Yet I take It, you would like to see 
the testimony show the Innocence of de- 
fendant, would you not?"

PASSED BY PROSECUTION.

An Impressive Temperance 
Lesson. 


The arraignment for murder of former Police 


Captain Conboy bent, broken and remorseful—a 
disgraced and ruined man in peril of his liberty if 
not his life—presents an impressive temperance 
lesson that admonishes and excites compassion. 
No intelligent person can contemplate the terrible 
plight of this gray-haired old officer, brave and 
faithful in the discharge of his duty, without real- 
izing what a curse the liquor habit is, how it de- 
stroys sanity and humanity and looses in the breast 
all the brutal passions of the primitive savage. 


Captain Conboy has a long record of good ser- 


vice in the San Francisco Police Department mar- 
red only by rare lapses from sobriety. So excel- 
lent was his general conduct on the police force 
that notwithstanding his failing he rose from a 
patrolman to the rank of captain. The time was 
not far distant when he would retire with the 
honors of his rank and a pension sufficient to 
maintain him in comfort to the end of his days. 
Among his associates he was regarded with affec- 
tion and he had the esteem of a wide circle of ac- 
quaintances, even of those aware of his unfortu- 
nate weakness, for he was a man of fine open na- 
ture and generous impulses. 


But in an evil hour his appetite for drink mas- 


tered him and in a drunken frenzy he shot down 
a promising youth of good family for a trivial 
provocation. Now dismissed in disgrace from the 
police force and deprived of his right to a pension, 
he stands a pitiful culprit before the bar of jus- 
tiae, the stain of innocent blood on his hands and 
the shadow of murder over his soul. He has sold 
his little property, the accumulation of a lifetime, 
to pay attorneys for defending him. His family 
will be destitute whatever the outcome of his trial. 
There is woe at his own fireside and grief among 
the kindred of the slain boy. Contrite he stands 
with bared head awaiting the justice of man and 
the judgment of God, but neither contrition nor 
punishment can restore the life he has taken nor 
pluck the sorrow planted in the bosoms of two 
families. 


What a fearful warning against the vice of in- 


temperance the pathetic figure of this old man 
presents as he stands under the sword of the law. 
He struck blindly in the madness of intoxication 
—and struck himself to the heart and wounded 
those nearest and dearest to him. Oh, the pity 
of it! 


Money Value of Fiestas. 


It is claimed that the bank clearings of San 


Francisco for the nine days beginning October 15 
and ending October 25 show a gain of $8,621,- 
660.22 as compared with the amount of the bank 
clearings of the corresponding period in 1908, and 
on the strength of this result it is assumed that 
during the Portola festival nearly $1,000,000 a day 
was spent by visitors. In all probability the esti- 
mate is not excessive. But the greater benefici- 
aries from this big daily expenditure were the 
transportation companies, saloons, theaters, cigar 
stands, cafes and restaurants. The "down town" 
shop-keepers for whose benefit the festival was 
planned and promoted did not reap tha harvest 
they anticipated. It developed early in the festi- 
val week that the great majority of visitors was 
bent on pleasure and sight-seeing and took no in- 
terest in trading. Considering the great number 
of visitors from outlying cities and districts that 
•were in San Francisco during the festival week a 
comparatively small amount of shopping was 
done. The crowds were not there to shop but to 
enjoy the sights and the fun. Indirectly trade 
will be benefited now that the fiesta is over, for 
the million dollars a day taken in during the nine 
days named will get 
into general circulation 


quickly. 
The record shows, however, the im- 


mense financial value an attractive celebration 
possesses to a community when properly pro- 
moted and managed. Los Angeles was the first 


Fruitgrowers' Conventions. 


Tomorrow a convention of fruit-growers will 


be held at Loomis, Placer county, the center of a 
large fruit-growihg district, under the auspices of 
the State Horticultural Commission. The chief 
subject to be considered relates to difficulties a,t- 
tending the general marketing of fruits which 
grow out of indifferent selection and careless pack- 
ing. 
The most successful fruit-growers 
Califor- 


nia'has produced are men that have given special 
attention not only to the most perfect develop- 
ment of the fruit on the tree by systematic fertil- 
ization and thinning out the crop in 'its earlier 
stages, but also in- the subsequent selection and 
packing for the 
market. 
Horticulturists 
who 


made these details a specialty nourished, while 
those who were too timid to thin out an excessive 
crop and showed no discrimination in selecting 
and packing obtained poor financial results and 
blamed the market men rather than their own 
shortcomings because of the unsatisfactory re- 
turns. 


The late Dr. Strentzel of Alhambra valle> . 


Contra Costa 'county, was one of the first, fruit- 
growers in the northern part of the Stale to lean 
the value of care in the selection of table fruit^ 
for the market. 
He made a practice of packing 


the fruit from his vineyards and orchards so that 
the contents of the box bearing his brand was uni- 
form throughout, while his competitors were pack- 
ing with only a top layer of selected fruit con- 
cealing ungraded contents underneath. 
It soon 


became known to the trade that any box of fruit 
bearing Strentzel's brand could be relied upon 
and it commanded the highest price in the mar- 
ket. His fruit cullings were sent to market with- 
out any identification marks on the cases and were 
sold for what they would bring. Strentzel made 
a fortune out of the system. 


The orange-growers in the several citrus belts 


in the State have long since learned the value of 
careful selection and packing in supplying the 
eastern markets and the)" have secured their con- 
trol through that system. The home markets suf- 
fer of course; but everything sold in them is prac- 
tically gain, however inferior the fruit and how- 
ever low the price obtained may be. Indeed, in 
the home markets the great bulk of orange cull- 
ings is sold by the street hucksters. 


But a time has been reached when greater 


discrimination must be made by all classes of 
fruit-growers 
in supplying the home markets. 


They are beginning to realize that fact, and the 
cries of fruit-growers' conventions which the new 
. [orticultural Commissioner, J. "\V. Jeffry, insti- 
tuted recently at Newcastle, and which are to be 
continued in all of the fruit-growing centers of 
the State, are designed for educational purposes, 
to promote co-operation in the production of the 
best results in general marketing for mutual 
benefit.

community in California to recognize the value of 
spectacular public displays. The cost of their pro- 
duction, however great it was, cut no figure in 
the comparison with the results. The "La Fiestas" 
of Los Angeles brought untold millions into that 
city, enhanced its fame abroad and promoted im- 
migration and settlement, thus increasing popula- 
tion. trade, and demand for property and prop- 
erty values. 


The cities of Northern California have been 


slow in recognizing the commercial value of what 


first glance seemed to be frivolous displays 


•which promote wasteful extravagance, overlook- 
ing the broader and more important fact that they 
contribute indirectly to an expansion of trade and 
that, in this practical age, no community can 
flourish unless its trade thrives. But we are grad- 
ually finding out that these public fete-days and 
festival weeks have a big money value ; and no 
celebration held in any part of the State in a great 
many years past has proved this fact more con- 
clusively than the Portola festival.

greater wealth exists. It seems quite ap- 
parent that with so many natural

sources, only proper encouragement and 


the investment of capital is needed to 
create an empire In the Ozark* producing 
annually sufficient wealth to add millions 
to the volume of the trade and commerce 
of St. Louis.

The third attempt was made last night, 
when two shots from a revolver were 
fired at the engineer's station, but these 
bullets also lodged in the planking.

turned to get the ball and handkerchief!

These were turned over to 
the authorities as evidence. 
Jessen declared that he could give no 
description of liis assailant, as he was 
half asleep when he was struck.

The co-operation we desire is not the kind that 


would perform our work for us or lift our responsi- 
bilities from our shoulders. Rather it'is the same 
appreciation and encouragement which is accorded 
any worthy commercial enterprise whose labor and 
ambitions help to make the city great. 


A city cannot get along without utilities, nor 


can the utilities exist without the city. They are 
mutually dependent. A gas company that does not 
do its utmost toward developing its city is working 
against its own best interests ; likewise a community 
which fails to co-operate with an EFFICIENT 
public service company sacrifices its own welfare. 


On this point the Railroad Commission of Wis- 


consin, an absolutely disinterested body, has said: 
"The relations between the cities and the utilities 
operating therein should be harmonious. 
There 


must be co-operation rather than agitation. . . . 
No one, it would seem, has anything to gain by the 
financial failure of public service corporations which 
are conducted and operated under ordinary or nor- 
mal conditions., 


"Losses to such plants are, in the end, likely to 


result in both public and private injuries. It usually 
means poorer or depreciated service, which of itself 
is a very important item. Even if it should enable 
cities to acquire title to their utility plants at com- 
paratively low _cost, such acquisition is not likely 
to prove a popular'one in the long run."

HAVE BETTER PRESSURE. 


"In Oakland the salt water high pres- 


sure covers twice the area that Is cov- 
ered as a rule in eastern cities and when 
in full operation cannot fail but to ma- 
terially reduce the fire Insurance rates. 


"One thing that Is needed by this city 


to make it rank among other cities cf 
its size la a fully paid fire department 
in the central part of the city, as rec- 
ommended by Fire Chief Ball. There Is 
no question but that a trained fighting 
force is fifty per cent more efficient than 
a voluntary department. 
It would be 


real economy on the part of the city gov- 
ernment to see that we have fully equip- 
ped, 
fully paid companies in the central 


portions of tho city.

Building Trades Council Passes 


Resolution as to Meat 


Inspection 


The following communication froip the 


Building Trades Council relative to pure 
meats was read before the city council 
last night, and referred to the ordinance 
and judlciarr committee: 


Gentlemen—The accompanying resolu- 
tion waa tonight adopted by the Build- 
ing Trades Council or Alameda county, 
and is submitted for your careful con- 
sideration, as expressing the wishes and 
desires of organized labor In the subject 
matter contained therein. 
We feel that organized labor, represent- 
ing as It does in this community thou- 
sands of families has a right to be heard 
in matters touching on legislation where- 
in the public health is concerned, and 
feel assured that your honorable body 
appreciate our stand in this matter. The 
resolutions follow: 


FAVOR BOARD OF HEALTH. 
Whereas, there Is pending before the 
city council two ordinances on the sub-. 
Ject of the inspection of meat for food 
purposes, one submitted by a faction of 
the so-called Butchers' 
Exchange and 
the other by the Board of Health, tha 
latter organization being charged with 
responsibility for the health of the city 
of Oakland; and, 
Whereas, the measure of the so-called 
Butchers' Exchange provides for the In- 
spection of the meat only after the same 
is hung up in the market for sale, while 
that of the Board of Health provides for 
an inspection of meat at the slaughter 
house before the slaughtering takes place, 
and also after the meat has been dis- 
played for sale in the market; and, 
Whereas, the proposition of the Board 


of Health is In keeping with the latest 
rules and methods of the scientific In- 
spection of meat and 
meat products 
adopted by the Department of Agricul- 
ture of the United States, and insures 
pure food because of the possibility of 
dttecting disease In the animal at the 
time it Is slaughtered, which cannot be 
done after the animal Is trimmed and 
placed on sale; and. 
Whereas, the ordinance of the so-called 
Butchers' Exchange provides for an in- 
spection at a' time when disease cannot 
be detected, and also that the Inspec- 
tion be performed by a man of its own 
choosing, regardless of the fact that such 
exchange is hostile in every way to 
dealers in meat who cannot be coerced 
to join that monopoly; and,, 


INVASION OF RIGHTS. 
Whereas, the Butchers' Exchange re- 
pudiates the number of hours which 
ought to naturally constitute a day's 
labor, compelling their employes to work 
from earlv In the morning until late at 
night; be It 
Resolved, that the Bundling Trades 


Council of Alameda county hereby rep- 
resents to the city council of Oakland 
that the inspection for the detection of 
diseased meat Is in the province of a 
veterinarian or scientist, who has made 
a study of animal diseases, that It is 
beyond the ability of a butcher who has 
learned only to cut meat or any other 
layman to determine, especially alter the 
cattle have been hung up for sale, wheth- 
er or not a carcass is diseased; and fur- 
ther 
Kesolved, that the Insistence of the 
said exchange that the city council ap- 
point one of its members to the posi 
tlon of inspector is an Invasion of the 
rights of th^ said city council, an In 
suit to the thousands of working peopi 
of this city, who have In the past been 
forced to pay exorbitantly to this com- 
bine for their meat food, and a menace 
to other meat associations and dealer? 
with whom the 
exchange combine wil 
:mve no dealings because it is unable to 
contiol them, and further 
INSURES PURE MEAT. 
Resolved, that the city council be re 
quested to give passage to the ordinance 
suggested by the Board of Health as be- 
ing satisfactory to the members of the 
Building Trades Council, and as insuring 
pure meat, because of the 
Inspection 


which takes place at the abbatoir when 
the slaughtering Is done, diseased meat 
then detected being destroyed, thus pre- 
venting all save pure meat reaching the 
ocal market for consumption; and fur- 


Resolved, that a copv of these resolu- 
tions be presented to the city council by 
a committee of three of the Building 
Trades Council, and that this body prom- 
ises to use Its best endeavors to bring 
about the passage of the ordinance here- 
with recommended.
